When automobiles first appeared the driv- 
ing position was copied from horse drawn 
vehicles, but this is now completely done 
away with and all the latest motor cars, both 

leasure and commercial, are driven from the 
left according to Mr. Clair, and as of course, 
they should be. 


However, probably four-fifths of commer- 
cial horse vehicles today are still driven from 
the right, according to him, but wide awake 
fleet men are seeing the light. Modern 
safety and traffic engineers recognize in the 
left turn one of the most hazardous, and they 
are eliminated wherever possible. Driving a 
horse from the right, a man about to turn left 
cannot see back without leaning way over. 
Even then with load overhanging he may not 
be able to. He cannot signal his intention to 
drivers coming from the rear. If he attempts 
either, his eyes are off the road and the situa- 
tion is at once surcharged with potential 
accident. And so in the cause of safety and 
common sense another age old custom’s doom 
is sealed.

State High School Courses by Mail 


Men, women, boys and girls who did not 
complete a high school course at the regular 
time will have an opportunity to do so now 
under the auspices of the State extension 
service, it has just been announced by James 
A. Moyer, Director of State University Ex- 
tension. ‘Why,’ says Director Moyer, 
“should men and women beyond the age of 
twenty, or thirty, or forty who have an ambie 
tion to finish their high school education be 
denied that privilege when the State is offer- 
ing courses which, if successfully completed, 
will entitle them to a special certificate similar 
in every way to those received at the end of a 
regular high school course? The cost of such 
a course would not be very great, hardly 
noticeable, in fact, to a person who can earn 
while he learns. A correspondence course can 
be studied in one’s spare time in the evenings, 
Saturday and Sunday afternoons, and at 
other odd hours not occupied with pressing 
duties, It is amazing how much patil hr and 
study can be done in an hour a day.” 

The course has been arranged in response 
to requests of large numbers of Massachu- 
setts men and women who were prevented by 
circumstances from completing their high 
school education. Students enrolling will 
begin at the point where they dropt their 
school work. A minimum of review study 
will be expected. The following subjects are 
included in the curriculum: English Composi- 
tion, Literature, Spanish, French, Latin, 
Italian, German, history, civics, economics, 
drawing, algebra, geometry, trigonometry, 
interior home decorating, foods and nutrition, 
biology, chemistry, and physics. Credit will 
be allowed upon evidence that courses of high 
school grade have already been satisfactorily 
completed. 

Because of the differences between corre- 
spondence instruction and class instruction 
certain adjustments will have to be made, but 
the purpose of the State department is to 
maintain a curriculum of studies which in 
amount of work required, in variety, and in 
standards of student achievement parallels 
those of our regular high schools, 

The certificate awarded will testify that the 
student has completed the equivalent of the 
essentials in the accepted high school course 
and will be signed by the Director. 

State University Extension also offers a 
course in preparation for college entrance 
board examinations.

While Turkey awakes, are we in America 
going to sleep? Are we drifting into con- 
fiscatory taxation, and burdens of municipal 
and state debts too heavy to be borne? 
How about Federal Government taxes and 
expenses? These are a few of the points for 
consideration in this article. There is no 
intention of answering the questions. There 
is a direct intention to plant a bee in your 
ears that requires you to remove it. More 
accurately, the bee is already stinging us, 
and the writer merely shows how serious the 
sting is, so that you will want to take pre- 
ventative measures. 

Do we realize that in the brief span of 
fifteen years we have raised the amount 

iven to government in one form or another 
feat about six per cent to about twelve 
per cent of the average man’s income in this 
country? When it is said ‘“‘we” have done 
this, the word ‘‘we”’ is used deliberately. It 
is with us, the people, that the ultimate 
power lies to increase or decrease taxation, 
and as we have complacently seen these 
levies augment year by year without check- 
ing them, it is we who have ourselves to 
thank for them. 

This would be perfectly satisfactory were 
we convinced that all of the money we spend 
for various taxes is wellinvested. Personally, 
T do not see how the average American citizen 
can intelligently say that he does or does not 
get his money’s worth from municipal taxes 
where there is no published audit of the 
municipal books. We should know how the 
money is spent and what per cent of the tax- 
payer’s dollar is effective. Some taxes are 
more expensive to collect than others. 
Some systems of government are more 
efficient to operate than others, There is as 
much difference between government struct- 
ure as there is between a Lincoln and a 
Chevrolet — one runs on more gas than the 
other, for one thing. In order that the 
citizen may give intelligent thought to the 
vital problem of municipal income and 
expense, a published audit is almost a neces- 
sity. 

An audit also helps the people’s repre- 
sentatives who administer the town’s finances 
to analyze their problems, to keep a better 
check on things, and to effect improvements 
in the system or the tax itself. I believe dis- 
honesty in municipal, state and federal 
government is relatively not very great. 
The more serious evil is inefficiency due more 
to cumbersome forms of government than to 
individual ineptitude, and due also to the 
present mania among some tax officials 
(especially federal) to grasp everything 
within sight. This “mania” exists because 
such tax officials too narrowly interpret the 
laws. They get the letter but lose sight of 
the point that government is for the people, 
to promote the public and private weal. 
The people are not to be strangled econom- 
ically for the sake of the government. Even 
from the point of view of the most ardent 
high-tax enthusiast, a policy of strangulation, 
extortion of the last possible drop of blood 
from the taxpayer, is usually unwise, — un- 
less we want to be like Turkey. Would it not 
be better to profit by her experience as I hear 
she herself is beginning to do? 

That there may be a continual, legitimate 
growth of capital should be a cardinal point 
in any tax creed, and should be the basis 
of all tax legislation. Neither should any 
bond issue be floated by a state or munici- 
vality which seriously threatens the accumu- 
ation of private capital. Only in such 
countries and in such periods where there 
have been accumulations of capital has there 
ever been even the semblance of prosperity. 
The more capital that amasses, the more 
there is to tax, and the less burdensome need 
rates be, to raise suflicient funds for public 
needs, 

Those of us who are directly interested in 
farming realize the way taxes have crippled 
farm development. Mr. Nathan B. Williams, 
Associate Counsel, National Association of 
Manufacturers, and member of National 
Committee on Tax-Cooperation is reported 
to have said: “On hundreds of thousands 
of farms, taxation is half or more of the net 
income from the capital invested. The 


‘| answer of the farmers is— abandonment of 


the farm.” Couple this to the resultant 
decline in value of farm land and it is easy to 
see that present taxation is oppressive, 
confiscatory and as serious a menace to 
agriculture as ever were the locusts of yore 
the fruit fly or the gypsy moth. When’ one 
realizes that perhaps 30,000,000 ple in 
this country (about 7,000,000 of whom own 
farms) are dependent on farming for a liveli-

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


How the purchasing power of the farmer 
element affects the industrial and financial 
elements of the nation can be visualized by 
the following illustration. Towns and 
Villages scattered all over the country — 
Andover is a local example — are dependent 
for their trade largely upon their surrounding 
agricultural districts — the people who live 
in the little houses on the outskirts who come 
to town to buy. If their purchasing power is 
low, the town trade suffers, and the business 
houses and banks in the bigger centers — 
Boston is a local example — whose trade is 
largely dependent on the prosperity of the 
neighboring towns, eventually also suffer. 
The larger the center, the slower it will be to 
feel the results of low purchasing power of the 
outskirters. It gnaws inward toward the big 
cities from the farms. The elements which 
affect adversely the farmers of this countiy 
are (1) low (and probably lower) prices for 
farm products, Q) high taxes on land, and 
(3) resultant inadequate credit facilities. In fi 
the Central West and South, rural bank 
failures have contributed further to restrict 
rural credits. How much more prosperous 
everyone would be — farmers, townspeople, 
rural banks, and even the big metropoli— 
were taxes on farm and wood lands cut in 
half. It is the taxes that are chiefly killin 
off the farmer. Adequate reduction woul 
immediately have its effect on the farmers’ 
buying power, and would promptly be re- 
flected in increased orders for the towns and 
industries supplying the farmer with his 
needs: steel implements, cotton and wool 
clothing, fertilizer, bank accounts, etc. 


Yet to penalize industry with heavier 
taxes Ph also be unwise. By a reverse 
pelt of the same logic it would hurt 
the farmer and all other consumers to increase 
corporate taxes. These taxes, while apparent- 
ly levied on industrial corporations, are 
really borne by the consuming public — 
they are tacked onto the price of goods — 
and do not affect the net earnings of the 
corporation except in those instances — now 
too numerous in New England — where 
they cannot be passed along because of the 
great supply of machinery. In these in- 
stances the overburdened industry is forced 
to close its doors and thousands of laboring 
men and women are thrown onto the streets 
—a restless, hungry horde — ripe to connive 
mischief because idle through conditions 
which they do not see how to control 


There is a special form of raising money 
which has met with too careless approval of 
municipal and state officials: bond issues 
unchecked by the rest of us, the fathers and 
mothers of those who are to bear the burden. 
Where the benefits of public expenditures are 
to accrue as much to future generations as to 
the present, then it is sound pr for 
them to bear a fair share of the cost. In 
these cases, where the expenditure can be 
justified as a good investment and not dis- 
proportionate to the wealth of the com- 
munity, a bond issue is justifiable. There is 
no justice in ing to the shoulders of our 
children the burden of paying for benefits 
which are chiefly immediate and temporary. 
He who benefits, ordinarily should pay. The 
cost of schools, on this principle, should : 
ordinarily be defrayed in large part by bond 
issues, the cost of roads in large part by 
taxation, the balance by bond issues whose 
maturity is less than estimated life of the 
road. But when the money is raised by bond 
issues, the maturity of such issues should 
never exceed the probable life of benefit 
created.

It is unsound finance to float a bond issue of 
greater maturity. It is likewise unsound 
not to provide a means for retiring the bonds 
by maturity. Where refinancing is expected 
after the school or other benefit has been 
scrapped we unjustly expect a future genera- 
tion to pay for that from which they receive 
no tangible compensation. 

What is needed, then, is not to shift the 
burden of taxation from the farmer to in- 
dustry, luckily a more generally profitable 
sphere, nor is it always well to pass the load 
from the present generation to the next by 
bond issues. A downward, general revision 
of our tax rates, especially as they affect the 
farmers, and, also, a determined insistence 
upon more efficient government — local, 
state and federal, is the solution. 

Politics in this country have never been — 
at least not generally — on a scientific basis. 
Probably the most scientific governmentinthe 
world today is that characteristic of many 
German cities and towns. There, politics 
are side tracked for scientific government. 
Towns are run as we run our business. It is 
a business proposition where efficiency and 
economy are at once the aim and basis of 
government as well as the form. Were we to 
run our businesses and great corporations on 
politics as we do our governments, they 
would soon all be bankrupt. Why then do we 
permit such an unfair basis to underly our 
public interests, when our private enter- 
prises could not live if so founded? 

In 1903, federal taxes were $521,000,000, 
and local and state taxes in this country 
were $861,000,000, or 1.65 to 1. Now in 
spite of the big debt of the war our federal 
government has to finance, and in spite of the 
failure of our allies to pay their debts to us, 
the radio is almost 1 to 1 between federal on 
the one side and state and local taxes on the 
other. In other words without any grand

First. It fills forty-three solid pages 
printed four double-columns to a page. 
A fair estimate produced a total of 
18,000 lots. The amounts set down 
against the owners range downward 
from such sums as $6506.40, to $1.29. 
There are four pages of owners who 
owe $2.89. each. There are hundreds 
who are in arrears in the sum of $1.47. 

Second. The great majority of 
owners are “unknown.” Column after 
column contains that suggestive word 
at the end of the line after the de- 
scription of the property. Names are so 
rare that they quickly catch the eye as 
one scans these pages.

In New England the moon at that time 
will be rather low in the southern sky, but, 
weather permitting the phenomenon will be 
visible to any one who cares to stay up for it. 

It will be an all-night job. At 1.30 a.m., 
Eastern daylight time, the moon will enter 
the outer part of the shadow of the earth and 
the eclipse will be under way. Slowly the 
shadowed area will grow in size and slowly 
the color of the shadow will deepen.

a.m., Eastern daylight time the moon will 
pass within the core of the earth’s shadow. 

In this area the real eclipse begins. Slowly, 
the moon will darken. At 4.24 the middle of 
the shadow will be reached and the moon will 
be in total eclipse. 


However, a few minutes later, at 4.35, the 
moon will be seen dimly again and at 6.05 it 
will be only faintly overshadowed and at 
7.15 the show will be over. 


This particular lunar eclipse is of great 
scientific interest as scientists are to attempt 
to test the relation of atmospheric conditions 
to the brightness of the eclipsed moon. 
Weather conditions in Canada will have 
great influence on this point and all that 
night the Canadian Mounties, trappers and 
traders and even missionaries have been 
requested to send in reports from their 
lonely stations so that scientists here may 
have additional data.

THERE IS A GOOD OUTLOOK FOR AN AVERAGE 
CROP YEAR SAYS ROGER W. BABSON 


Acreage in the Aggregate Has Not Been Cut This Year More Than iTwo Per Cent. 
Given Normal Growing Conditions There Is No Basis for Assuming 1927 
Crop Production Will Fall Materially Under a Year Ago 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, June 8, 
1927, In view of the low prices for many 
farm products last year, and the feeling of 

simism in many farming sections, Mr 

abson was asked to give his views on the 
crop outlook for this Fall. His official state- 
ment is as follows: 


Effect of Weather 
The advent of a new season opens the old 
question how many acres will the farmers 
ave and what will be the final crop output? 
statistics show that while acreage is im- 
portant, the final yield per acre and actual 
output depend primarily on growing con- 
ditions. So far, we have witnessed an early 
Spring, but of course severe storms have 
covered many farming areas; freezing weath- 
er has affected the Northwest, and now 
severe floods in the Mississippi Valley are 
causing great damage to crops, particularly 
cotton. The flood disaster means a sharp 
reduction of long staple cotton in the Missis- 
sippi Valley. A great portion of the acreage 
will be planted to cotton and other groups 
the moment the flood subsides, Neverthe- 
less, considerable area will be abandoned 
which means that a larger reduction in total 
cotton acreage will actually take place than 
was originally planned by the farmer. 
There has never been a Spring free from some 
inclement weather. However, from now on 
is the time of year to expect more favorable 
weather. 


Prices Handicap Farmers 

One of the outstanding topics discussed 
in economic circles in recent years is the 
great discrepancy between the price of farm 
products and industrial materials. During 
the past year both farm products and raw 
materials have sagged downward. Today 
the price level of agricultural goods is only 
26 per cent over the 1913 base. The in- 
dustrial group is 55 per cent over the same 
level. These figures show the unusual dis- 
crepancy that exists between these two 
leading groups. The farmer has been handi- 
capped, receiving a low price for the things 
produced and paying a higher price for the 
necessities of life such as shoes and clothing. 

There has been a great deal of talk about 
doing something for the farmer. Only a 
short time ago the McNary-Haugen Bill 
was introduced to artifically stimulate the 
market for farm products. This was de- 
feated. There is always great danger in 
artificial methods to increase price. It is far 
better to work out our problems through the 
normal course of supply and demand. The 
trouble is, world production has increased 
substantially. During the war this country 
was called upon to feed a large portion of 
Europe. Today this is not the case. Our 
present great problem is adjusting the rate 
of world as well as domestic output to a 
level that does not greatly exceed demand.

DAILY DELIVERIES IN ANDOVER 


The Heuse that Stands for Quality 


In view of declining prices and unfavorable 
conditions in certain agricultural sections, it 
would seem as though a sincere effort would 
be made to cut down acreage. So far this is 
not the case. 


Acreage in Crops 

Preliminary+ reports show that intended 
plantings favor an increase in acreage of 
corm 2 per cent, oats 3 per cent, barley 14 
per cent, potatoes 15 per cent, sweet pota- 
toes 32 per cent, and peanuts 38 per cent. 
Only three leading products show a decline 
in intended plantings — flax 11 per cent, rice 
7 per cent, and tobacco 3 per cent. Even in 
the South where it is estimated that it is 
necessary to cut the cotton acreage 30 per 
cent in order to form a foundation that will 
show a more equal condition between supply 
and demand, there is little hope of a cut of 
more than 20 per cent. Even in the case 
where cotton acreage is lower, the balance 
of acreage is being utilized for feed and food 
crops. 

In the case of potatoes, the increase of 
14 per cent with average yields would pro- 
duce over 410,000,000 Fashels, or nearly a 
record crop. While this does not mean a 
burdensome supply per capita, it is a sharp 
increase over the crops of the last two years. 
It is easily seen that there are problems in 
each crop, cutting down some such as cotton 
and flax, and avoiding an abnormal increase 
in others such as potatoes and feeds. 

It is surprising to find that while the 
prices of certain grains such as corn, oats, 
and rye were low last year, the actual ton- 
nage of the ten leading farm products was 
the third largest on record. Given normal 
growing conditions, and inasmuch as acreage 
this year in the aggregate has not been cut 
more than 2 per cent, there is no basis today 
for assuming that the 1927 crop production 
will fall materially under a year ago or 
under the average of recent years. As I said 
in the beginning, growing conditions are the 
controlling influence. During the past few 

ears we have heard a great deal about 1927 
ing a year without a summer. This may 
or may not be true, but it is not wise to take 
an unduly pessimistic attitude on the crops 
for the current year. There has never been a 
serious world shortage of grains or food- 
stuffs and such a picture does not loom up at 
the present time. Fortunately, there is not 
a heavy carry-over of farm products. The

farmers have done well to work off the large 
crops into channels of consumption. Even 
the carry-over of cotton which earlier in the 
season was expected to be around 7,000,000 
bales on August 1, has been cut down ma- 
terially through increased exports and 
heavier domestic consumption. This is a 
repetition of the old story that lower prices 
quickly increase the rate of per capita con- 
sumption, 


Outlook Favorable 


Summing up the agricultural situation, the 
farmers of this country are in a somewhat 
better position. By this I mean that in 
Tecent years a great portion of the heavy 
debts that accrued in 1921 have been worked 
off. The large crops of last year have been 
fairly well consumed. The season to date 
while spotty, is in the aggregate a normal 
year, although the season is prematurely 
advanced. The acreage, despite lower 

rices, has not been materially cut — approx- 
imately the same as in 1926. Now the de- 
cisive factor is the weather. No one knows 
what will take place. There will be storms 
and cold weather and there may even be an 
early Fall, yet despite all this there is a good 
outlook for an average crop year. 

Taking the country as a whole, and all 
lines of industry, business continues to hold 
up well. There are more evidences of im-

Residents Object to Transfer of Upper 
Grades to Stowe Junior High. Lack 
of Room School Board’s Reason 

Residents of the village held a protest 
meeting in the school hall Monday evening, 
to discuss the change which is being proposed 
by the school committee whereby the pupils 
of both the seventh and eighth grades will 
be required to attend these grades uptown. 

The meeting was largely attended and the 
question was discussed from all angles in 
the presence of three members of the school 
committee all of whom were invited to attend.

Edgar Folk and Superintendent of Schools

The change has been proposed for various 
reasons, the principal one being that the 
present school house, which was looked on 
when being built four years ago as too large 
for this community, is now overcrowded. 
In one of the rooms there are about forty-five 
pupils. Another reason is that it is hoped 
that there will be a junior high school some 
day in Andover such as other cities and 
towns have. 

Various suggestions were offered as to 
how the matter might be avoided, among 
them that of remodelling the old Richardson 
school on Lowell street for possibly the lower 
grades. It was the opinion of some present, 
however, that this would be too great an 
expense as the building is in such poor 
sera The original plans of the present 
school called for a larger building than 
now stands and if these had been carried out 
the prevailing difficulty could have been 
avoided! it was pointed out. 

The sense of the meeting was that it was 
hoped the school committee would be able 
to find some means of keeping the children 
of the seventh and eighth grades in the village 
and a petition to this effect, signed by a 
large number of residents was sent to the 
school committee.

Getting Ready for September

in September,” says Dr. Susan M. Coffin 
Pediatrician of the State Department of 
Public Health. 

The first six years of life are the years 
when the greatest number of physical defects 
develop. The most common defects found 
in the entering-school-child are as follows: 


1. Under nourishment—resulting jn 
flabby muscles and poor posture. 

2. Poor teeth—may be responsible 
for defects of heart, kidneys or joints or 
other general infections. Decayed baby 
teeth should be filled or extracted. 

3. Tonsils and adenoids are common 
in this age group. Adenoids interfere 
with breathing and proper jaw forma- 
tion, while infected tonsils are a menace- 
to the child’s health and should be re- 
moved. 

4, Enlarged glands show possibility 
of infection and sources of milk should 
be investigated. 

5. And then the doctor may dis- 
cover at this time early tuberculosis or 
affections of the heart, which, if put 
under proper treatment, may be ar- 
rested in the very early start. 

This is the opportune time to guard 
against smallpox by vaccination and im- 
munize against diphtheria. 

Take him right away to the family doctor 
for a complete physical examination, How 
fortunate to have three whole months before 
the beginning of school. During that time 
all efforts of the family should be concen- 
trated on the correction of the major defects, 
which were discovered by the family doctor, 
Our first grader will be alert, eager and 
ready to learn — splendid raw material — 
because he will have no physical handicaps, 

Parents must realize the importance of 
detecting and promptly CORRECTING 
existing defects.
